Extent of Winter Injury Compiled From the 


April Reports. 


The state horticultural society nims to 


uolloct nr.d disseminate information help- 
ful to all. To this end a system of re- 
ports has boon inaugurated by the sec- 
rotary intended to cover prospects for 
fruit'crops, prevalence of destructive in- 
fects, etc. 
Tho following regarding ex- 


tent of winter injury to fruit and ilow- 
ei-s has boon compiled from tho April 
reports: 


Varieties

killed: Gano, 


Pcwaukec, Ben Davis, 


Baldwin and Full Orange. Fruit buds on 
standard kinds only slightly 
injured. 


None Of these 
except Pewaukeo have 


boon recommended by the society and 
we must now add that to list of doubt- 
ful ones. 


Plum.*: Native varieties reported un- 


injured in every case. European plums, 
trooR badly injured and fruit buds Op 
to 100 per cont dead. Japanese plums 
proved harder than European, but will 
bo a very light crop; fruit buds report- 
od 20 to 100 per cent killed. Cherries 
suffered less than plums and are gener- 
ally reported in good condition. 


Raspberries 
and 
blackberries were 


killed to the snow lino where not pro- 
toctcd. This moans a short crop. Straw- 
berries crime out in excellent condition. 
Roses were badly injured whore unpro- 
tected. 


Reports from 35 counties show less in- 


jury in northern Wisconsin than in 
southern part, probably due to heavier 
snow fall in north.

The. war which has been waged with not 
a'Jittle vigor between the Citizens' tele- 
phone company and the Wisconsin sys-' 
tern for the control of the rural, business 
of Kenosha county is now on in earnest 
and it is probable that it will become 
a legal fight between the two compan- 
ies. At the meeting of the directors of 
the Pleafiant Prairie company yesterday 
it was decided to accept the proposition 
of the Citizens' company for a sale of 
the rural company, and the papers in the 
case have been- placed in escrow, pend- 
ing the fulfillment'of .the term's, of the 
•deal by the.':PloaB!in^-i'radric.«compaiiy. 
The Independent company has demanded 
that before the transfer is finally mnde 
tho'Plensnnt Prairie company must va- 
cate its contract with the Wisconsin com- 
•pany. This contract, made in good faith 
less than a year ago. provides that the 
Wisconsin company shall have tho use 
of the linos of the Plonsant Prairie com- 
pany and tho connecting lines for a per- 
iod of fivo years. Members of the Citi- 
zens' company declare that the Wiscon- 
sin company has invalidated this con- 
tract by entering tho territory of the 
Pleasant Prairio company and building 
linos in territory which is held by the 
Pleasant Prairie company. On tho other 
hand the officials of tho Wisconsin com- 
pany claim that they have not overstep- 
ped' the bounds laid down in the 'con- 
tract, and that they aro prepared to fight 
in court for the carrying out of the con- 
tract-to the very letter. If the deal 
should go through the companies will be 
forced to fight this point in the courts.

ading flotilla had been hindered -by a 
gale, the crews of the-separate ships in 
no wise daunted by the weather which 
isolated them • from their companions, 
proceeded to the work on their own des- 
jerate initiative. They forced their way 


the face of the Russian fire, which 


was more deadly than ever before as a 
result of the improved Russian defenses, 


the field of mines, many of which 


exploded, and dashed into the harbor 
despite the enemy's searchlights, for- 
tress fire, observation mines and mechan- 
ical mines. Five steamers gained th'e 
mouth 
of the barbor,

sive in lives.

In the Second district the 
governor got 44 out of 48 delegates and 
in the First district 50 out of CS, which 
insures him of 24 delegates in the state 
convention from this county. 


The political history of Kivcine county 


does not show a single instance where 
such inter-eat and excitement prevailed 
nt ward caucuses. Old politicians were 
simply astounded at the crowds that 
turned out. 
Before 7 o'clock the streets 


in the vicinity of the voting precincts 
were crowded with men. 


CROWDS BLOCK IN" LENGTH.' 


At the First ward there was a proces- 


sion extending a block and in the Sec- 
ond word the line was a block and a 
half. Similar conditions existed in the 
Third, Fourth and Fifth, and in fact all 
wards of tho district.' Mou who had not 
sen- 


attended a caucus in five years turned 
out, indicating that both the stalwarts 
and half breeds had been active during 
the past ten days. It was feared that 
the crowds would not be able to all vote, 
but they were accommodated and there 
was time to have registered more 'had 
they come. 


FACTIONAL FEELING HIGH.' 


The feeling m some oi the precincts 


•was bitter and many personalities in- 
dulged in by the factions. .Up in the 
Ninth ward there was a fist fight be-

everything but Dover, making the dele- 
gates 30 to 2, the stalwarts' knew they 
were defeated. In the evening Union 
Grove and the town of Burlington were 
added to the La Follettc list and then 
came the city of Burlington which broke 
even, 2 for La Follettc and 2 against. 


Some hope was held thnt the First dis- 


trict would go against the governor, but 
the conservative element knew better 
early in the day, and the result shows 
that the Second ward ftlone voted anti-

All the patent defects in his ad 
ministration, the objectionable method 
so thoroughly exposed, the insistence nil 
reforms must be of the details of tlie ex- 
ecutive pattern, were Mvept away under 
the inlluenee this ndinitted master of or- 
atory exercises.

It is certainly unfortunate, that in this

But amid the depression of defeat in 


this county, which by the way was car- 
ried by the governor two years ago, the 
opponents of a third term carried the 
county of Calumet with its seven votes, 
making the net gain Thursday seven, or 
a reversal of fourteen votes,. The race 
is not hopeless by any means, though 
admittedly the votes to be secured by 
tho anti-third termers must come from 
La Follette territory largely. This lies 
within the belt more thoroughly intlu- 
ciic-cd by the friends of Judge Bnensch 
nnd Mr. Cook and large gains arc cer- 
tain. But that the fight will be exceed- 
ingly close none can deny. If tho gov- 
ernor does win it will be by so narrow a 
squeak, it won't be worth while brag-

before: the president for a change in the 
schedules that their own interests be re- 
lieved, is a selfish proposition. 


If the tariff needs amending for one 


interest it needs amending for other in- 
terests. If the wood pulp makers cruel- 
ly oppress the newspaper and printing 
interests, are there not certainly other 
trusts equally dominating certain trades 
nnd manufactures. • If the present tar- 
iff schedule is so beneficial to the coun- 
try ns we have all claimed, it of course 
must be admitted to be equally benefic- 
ial to the printing and .publishing inter- 
ests; It may be the truth too, that with 
reformation of the schedules perhaps cer- 
tain publishers not interested in news 
papers may find serious fault. These 
gentlemen, some of them, may prefer to 
be rudely oppressive by the pnper mak 
ers trust and the pulp makers trust, thai 
they have the latitude 
now allowec 


them, in assessing the .people for the.ir 
wares.

The nuts 
arc packed in' the shells as closely as 
sardines, and when the shell Is split 
they fall apart upon the ground and 
must be gathered up. 


Cocoanut palm trees are thirty to for- 


ty feet high, and are just one long 
straight trunk, with the fruit clustering 
close to the stem where the tuft of 
branches starts out. When the cocoa- 
nuts are ripe the dark skinned natives 
of the tropics "shin up," as a boy would 
call It, the smooth stem and shake the 
nuts loose or pluck them and let them 
fall. A gentleman who had a large nut 
plantation in Brazil had great.difficulty 
at gathering time in getting laborers. 
The natives, half wild people of mixed 
negro and Indian blood, would work 
till they had enough to eat that day;

Hearst, Democratic candidate for presi- 
dent of the United States, swept the city 
and county at caucuses held on Satur- 
day evening and all delegates are favor- 
able to George W. Peck as the candi- 
date for governor.

the Hearst club members having peddled 
tickets out before the holding' of the 
caucuses, which thus assured them of 
victory. 


It was the younger element of the 


party who favored Hearst, while the

maries opened it was evident to the old 
heads that they were beaten and regret 
was expressed that action was not taken 
long before the caucuses. 


WALL GETS BUT FIVE VOTES.

FRUIT PROSPECTS FOR 1904 


Extent of Winter Injury Compiled From the 


April Keporta. 


The state horticultural society aims to 


collect and disseminate information help- 
ful to all. To this end a system of re- 
ports has been inaugurated by the sec- 
retary intended to cover prospects for 
fruit crops, prevalence of destructive, in- 
sects, etc. The following regarding ex- 
tent of winter injury to fruit and flow- 
ers has been compiled from the April 
reports: 


Varieties 
of apples killed: Gano, 


Grimes Golden, Pewaukee, Ben Davis, 
Baldwin and Fall Orange. Fruit buds on 
standard kinds only slightly injured. 
None of these except Pewaukee have 
been recommended by the society and 
we must now add that to list of doubt- 
ful ones. 


Plums: Native varieties reported na- 


injured in every case, .European plums, 
trees badly injured and fruit buds flO 
to 100 per cent dead. Japanese plums 
proved harder than European, but will 
be a very light crop; fruit buds report- 
ed 20 to idO per cent killed. Cherries 
suffered less than plums and are gener- 
ally reported in good condition. 


Raspberries and blackberries 
were 


killed to the snow line where not pro- 
tected. This means a short crop. Straw- 
berries came out in excellent condition. 
Roses were badly injured where unpro- 
tected. 


Reports from 35 counties show less in- 


jury in northern Wisconsin than in 
southern part, probably due to heavier 
enow *all in north.

Monday evening, May 2, the Madison 


Pai'k and Pleasure Drive association held 
its annual banquet. • At that time there 
was announced to:the public the splen- 
did gift of 24 acres of land near Lake 
Wingra, by William F. Vilas for park 
purposes. 


Lake Wingra is a small body of water 


southwest of Madison and nearly south 
of the university. Along its shores for 
a considerable distance the scenery is ex- 
ceedingly beautiful, although it is com- 
paratively wild and not very much fre- 
quented as there are so many other 
beautiful walks and drives near the' "city; 
of Madison. The plan is to make a park; 
out of this land and to have a''3nve 
which will eventually surround the lake. 


The people of the suburbs of SWingra 


and University Heights, now the Tenth 
ward of Madison, raised:by subscription 
$10,000 for its improvement. The park 
itself cost Mr. VilaB $20,000. The rais- 
ing of so much money among 'people, 
none of whom are wealthy, is ah indi- 
cation of the public spirit and the"-in- 
terest of Madison people in beautifying 
the city. 


For several years the Madison Park 


and Pleasure Drive association has been 
building a macadamized road around the 
shores of Lake Mendota. This road now 
extends about 12 miles and the inten- 
tion is, at some time, to have such a 
road entirely -surrounding Lake Men- 
dota, a distance of 25 miles. It is also 
beautified by planting shrubbery along 
the road side.•'• '•>"•• . 


At the northeast end of the city ex- 


tensive improvements are being made, 
dredging the Yahara rirer so that small 
steamers can go from Lake Mendota to 
Lake Monono. There is also a park here 
named Tenney park after the man who 
donated it. 


MR. OLIJT PRIME MOVER. 


Mr. John M. Olin, a leading attorney, 


is the prime mover in this splendid 
work. He can be seen nearly every day 
on (he drive, looking out for its repair 
and improvement. He, of course,'could 
not have obtained such magnificent7re- 
sults without generous support from a 
large body of citizens of Madison, 
but is has been through confidence in 
him and. his ability to carry cfut the 
plans that so much has been''accom- 
plished. 


It is only fair to say that; he has 


reared a "monument more enduring'than 
bronze" for himself. It would 'pay1 Rit- 
cine people to visit the n«ty of 'Madison 
more frequently thnn. they do to ad- 
mire the natural-, beauty, not at all in- 
jured or made artificial by the improve- 
ments that have been made. . , • 


And a similar work could be done in 


Racine, provided a little nucleus was 
started. It would then naturally grow 
because the people would appreciate tho 
advantages from it. 


THE NIGHT SHIRT PARADE. 


The coming of the jubilee seems to 


have 'aroused .unusual hilarity on the 
part of the students. Last Friday night 
occurred the famous night shirt parade. 
However, it was not as bad as pictured 
by the editorial in the Milwaukee Sen-

clothes. It was an amusing sight, how- 
ever, to sec the two or three hundred 
students thus tiniformed scurrying along 
in the middle of the street and raising a 
cloud of dust. Had their

been limited to 
this all would have 


been well, but unfortunately they tore 
up several university sidewalks to makft 
n fire on the lower campus. But tlie 
faculty found a way tq compel them to 
make reparation for all damage done. 
Two engineering students were arrested 
for running away with danger signals 
on obstructions on State street. 


There ig a custan in the university 


whereby students who arc arrested by 
the municipal authorities are suspended 
or expelled. In order to get these stu- 
dents reinstated the body oF undergrad- 
uates signed a petition promising better 
behavior in the future, and took up a 
subscription to pay for whatever injury 
was done to university property. When 
ever a disturbance occurs at the state 
university it is usually greatlj* exagger- 
ated and the general public should take 
all such stories with considerable reser- 
vation.

Superintendent Oversen of In: 


sane Asylum Gives His 


Version of Matters. 


The following communication h«3 been 


handed the Journal for publication by 
Mr. JP. B. pverson, superintendent of the 
Bacine county insane asylum:' 
Editor Bacine Daily Journal:— * 


The affairs discussed at the meeting 


of the Bacine county board of supervis- 
ors has had a tendency to mako a dart 
horse of the management of the. asy- 
lum. The reasons given by Mr. Peterson 
for resigning would be. all .right if ho 
could prove where, in any case, there 
have been, any,, acts of extravagance. 
He says that there was an expense of 
$700 to prepare the laundry for Hying 
rooms. The exa^t cost is as follows: 
Plumbing bill to H. Raymond, $257.95 
for installing, hot and cold water system, 
bath and closet facilities and pulling in 
steam coil for heating upstairs. Tlie 
closet facilities'were a necessity to the 
laundry in the future or they certainly 
would not have been put in just for the 
time that would elapse before the new 
building is completed, and thmrefore ;t 
ought not to be called an unnecessary ex- 
pense or an extravagance. The bath 
tub and hot water tank will be used in 
the new building. The lumber bill to 
West Shore Lumber Co! was $72.81 and 
$8 to Stecher & Weber; hardware, *2.S8 
Mohr Jones, making a total of $343.01. 
Mr. A. Harden was retained to do 'the 
carpenter work and also repair the fur- 
niture that became damaged in being 
removed from the burning building. He 
certainly 'earned the" wages paid him. 


I would be very much pleased to have 


all critics come and find out for them- 
selves that things are managed right. 
Mr. Peterson has been dealing very un- 
justly with me in regard to.the patietts 
that I wanted to get back to help' us' 
along with oup'work. He states: that,' 
they would :have ,to be taken back in thej 
fall, which is not trite,, and he knows it,! 
'but he took those means to thwart my; 
plans.' In my 'opinion Mr. Peterson' has! 
not been unadvised. The gentlemnn' hVis! 
tried 
to make some;of ray help Mlis-i. 


satisfied with their wages, which is not! 
.the business of the trustees to meddle! 
with help. They have the pay-roll toi 
refer to and if they think the salary is', 
tori high, why they have the superin- 
tendent to deal with and not his help.' 


Messrs. Crane and Graham are men 


of spotless character, honest and con- 
scientious and have helped to manage 
the affairs of the asylum for a number of 
years. Things must certainly have been 
all right or the county board would find 
it out each year when they come out and 
get their turkey dinner and go back and" 
report everything O. K. Why don't the 
county board appoint a committee whose 
business it shall be to visit the asylum 
three or four times a year and come un- 
expectedly, as there arc those that have; 
the idea that we are alJ fixed up for t?ie; 
occasion. We are ready for inspection 
at all times, and besides it would out 
down expenses very much. The cost,of 
that dinner, per diem, and railroad fare 
means an item of about $100. Sow I 
have always looked forward to that day 
with pleasure in the expectation of meet- 
ing some of my friends who arc members 
of the honorable county board, but. the 
board cnn not do justice to a report in 
the little time they spend nt the :isy- 
lum. I wish that the county board 
would, at their next session June 7. ap- 
point such committe as I have mention- 
ed to keep posted on affair* at the nsy- 
lum and not take the word of one who 
is prejudiced. 


Mr. Peterson declare;! that it wns not 


a paying investment nv'.kfnjr cows. Now 
he knows better, as he Iws been in tile' 
milk business himself and 'ias inml« .some! 
money by it. At the.time of the burn-; 
ing of the institution our cows .were- 
not at their best. We had quite a Dum- 
ber of dry cows which were disposed of 
as soon a.s practicable. We had three 
cows which had been milked about' five 
weeks and nine cows that had been milk- 
ing from nine to sixteen months and one 
springer. Mr. Peterson told me that 
Robert Wherry had offered $30 for one 
of the cows and advised me to let her go, 
but I knew she was worth more and got 
$36.75 at 3%c per pound. I also sold 
four other cows to J. E. Rowland for 
$144. At the April meeting of the board 
of trustees. Mr. Peterson 
objected to 


buying fresh cows, but did not give any 
reason except he was against it. Now 
he knew it wns a chance to make a show- 
ing on the farm by. having cows and 
therefore he was against it with no oth- 
er object in view than putting another 
block in the wheel. Since that meeting 
I have bought, with sanction 'of Trus- 
tees Graham and Crane, three cows from. 
Mr. Sewell for '$118 wliich, after selling 
their calves, cost $35.30 each which Is 
less thnn we got for our dry cows, and 
those three ebws are paying us eight v 
cents per dn.y, or at the rate of $24 
per month. Saw, if we had 20 he».d of 
new milk cows it would mean about 


per month.

CORKED UP 


SIDE TRACKS TO THE ASYLUM 


Will be Bun to to New Strnntara I>T <h» C 


• M. * St. Fnnl Road. 


The building committee of tho Racine 


county insane'asylum has advertised for 
bids for the construction of the con- 
templated new structure, the bids to be 
received enrly in June. Although the es- 
timated cost of the architects is ^about 
.$80,000, experts state tlwt before it is 
complete it will reach $110,000. 


Besides the new biiilding other im- 


provements are possibly to be maiie at 
the jrrovmils. It is the intention of tlie 
building committee to'prevail upon the 
Ohicngo, Milwaukee & St. Paul Hailway 
company to run sidetracks to tire, struc- 
ture. 


With these tracks all coal and other 


supplies cnn be delivered right in the 
buildings, instead of being hauled a long 
distance and at. a cost of several thou- 
sand tiollnrs. Engineers "of the railway 
company have been at the grounds with 
a view of laying out these tracks. 


TOKIO. May 7, 4 p. m.—Vice Admiral 


Togo's official recital of the,'-latest' eii- 
gagement 'off Port Arthur, 'which was 
received here today shows'that the Jap- 
anese Save blocked the entrance to the 
harbor. 


Five of the-Japanese blockading ships 


were jammed into the 
inner 
channel' 


which prevents egreas from the harbor 
to all craft excepting small boats. 


On Tuesday morning, after the block- 


ading flotilla had been hindered by a 
gale, the crews of the-separate ships in 
no wise daunted by the weather which 
isolated them 
from their companions,' 


proceeded to the work on their own des- 
perate initiative. They forced their way 
in the face of the Russian fire, which 
was more deadly than ever before as a 
result of the improved Russian defenses, 
over the field of mines, many of which 
exploded, and dashed into the harbor 
despite the enemy's searchlights, for- 
tress fire, observation mines and mechan- 
ical mines. Five steamers gained the 
mouth 
of the harbor, 
especially tlie 


Mikawa Maru and Totomy Maru, and 
breaking the boom went further inside. 
The entrance of the harbor is considered 
effectively blocked at.least for cruisers 
and battleships. "Three other steamers 
sunk before reaching the mouth of the 
harbor. Our flotilla remained 
until 


morning and rescued half of the crews 
of the sunken steamers. 


MANY LIVES LOST.

. ; This attack exceeded all its predeces- 
sors in courage displayed by the volun- 
teer crew equal to that shown in any 
event in the war history of, the work. 


Although Vice ,Admiral. Togo again 


avoided damage to., a single one of his 
vessels, the attack proved to be espen-' 
siye in lives. . . .

The blockading flotilla consisted: of 


eight stone laden, merchantmen. They 
were escorted by two gunboats, the sec- 
ond torpedo boat destroyer flotilla, un- 
der the command of Commander Shida; 
the 
third torpedo 
destroyer flotilla, 


Commander Tsuchiya; the fourth, flotil- 
la, Commander Nagai; the fifth flotilla, 
Commander Mano; the ninth torpedo 
flotilla, Commander Yashima; the tenth 
torpedo boat flotilla, Commander Otaui, 
and the fourteenth torpedo boat flotilla, 
Commander Sakuri. 


The blockading vessels and their es- 


cort left the main squadron for Port 
Arthur on Monday evening. .They, en-' 
countered a southeasterly gale and by- 
11 o'clock at night the seas were moun- 
tains high and it was found impossible 
to keep the steamers together. 
* 


Commander Hayashi, who was in com- 


'mand of the expedition, observed the im- 
possibility of keeping the flotilla intact 
and signalled it to abandon the attack. 


PROCEEDED TO ATTACK. 


These signals were repeated until 2 


o'clock in the morning but they failed 
to reach the vessels of the expedition, 
which were swept- apart by the tenipes-, 
tuous seas and proceeded separately to' 
the mouth of the harbor. Upon arriv- • 
ing there the Mikawa Maru, one of the

Governor Robert M. La toilette and 


his supporters won a decisive victory in 
the First and Second districts of Racine 
county yesterday. It v,-as virtually a 
clean sweep. In the Second district the 
governor got 44 out of 48 delegates and 
in the First district 59 out of OS, which 
insures him of 24 delegates in the state 
convention from this county. 


The political history of Kocine county 


does not show a single instance whore 
such interest and excitement prevailed 
nt ward caucuses. 
Old politicians were 


simply astounded at the crowds that 
turned out. Before 7 o'clock the streets 
in the vicinity of the voting precincts 
were crowded with men. 


CROWDS BLOCK IN LENGTH.' 


At the First ward there was a proces 


•ion extending a block and in the Sec- 
ond ward the line was a block and a 
half. Similar conditions existed in the 
Third, Fourth and Fifth, and in fact all 
wards of the district/ Men who had not 
attended a caucus in five years turned 
out, indicating that both the stalwarts 
nnd half breeds had been active during 
the past ten days. It wan feared that 
the crowds would riot be able to all vote, 
but they were accommodated and there 
was time to have registered more "had 
they come. 


FACTIONAL FEELING HIGH.' 


The feeling in some of the precincts 


•was bitter and many personalities in- 
dulged in by the factions. Up in the 
Ninth ward there was a fist fight be- 
tween opponents and the police patrol 
was called up, but no arrests made. An- 
other fight, with blood shed, was indulg- 
ed in at the Seventh ward precinct, but 
the 
damage was not great. At 
the 


Third ward polls 
harsh language was 


indulged in and also 
threats made, 


but personal encounters avoided. Dur- 
ing the midst of the excitement the floor 
broke and the hundreds in the building 
were in danger of going down the hill, 
voting machine stored there, and all, 
but no one was injured in the least. 


There is no denying but that Demo- 


cratic, Social Democratic, Populist and 
Prohibition votes by the dozen were run 
in and considerable challenging was re- 
torted to. It was questionable methods, 
possibly on both sides, but the La Fol- 
lette people have won and Hie other side 
must abide by the decision of the ma- 
jority in this county at least. 
EARLY RETURNS FOR GOVERNOR. 


When the returns commenced to come 


in from the Second district late yester- 
day afternoon, it was expected that 
there would be an even break, but after 
the first eight towns were heard from 
and it was found that La Follette swept 
everything .but Dover, making the dele- 
gates 30 to 2, the stalwarts knew they 
were defeated. In the evening Union 
Grove and the town of Burlington were 
added to the La Follette list and then 
came the city of Burlington which broke 
even, 2 for La Follette and 2 against. 


Some hope was held that the First dis- 


trict would go against the governor, but 
the conservative clement knew better 
early in the day, and the -result-shows 
that the Second ward tHone voted anti- 
La Follette. 


The result shows that the governor 


"and his administration assistants con- 
vinced the masses that the principles set 
forth by the chief executive were the 
thing. There is no doubt but that the 
address of' Governor La Follette won 
over hundreds of workingmen, who be- 
lieve that he will carry out the reforms 
he promises. 


HOTH SIDES MAKE CHARGES. 


Charges and counter charges are being 


made by both factions today in regard 
to what is considered unfair methods at 
the caucuses and some serious threats 
were heard, but no doubt this will blow 
over in a few days. 


While the winning in this county bol- 


sters up the chances of the governor for 
a third termj he has not yet won by any 
means, for the opposition, according to 
latest figures, are 111 delegates ahead.

county went solid for 
Cook 


yesterday.

THE HESUI.TS OK THURSDAY. 
That the supporters of Judge Baensch 


met with defeat in Racine city and coun 
ty is admitted, and it will lie admitted 
the defeat was on no narrow margin. 
The cause of this is not attributable to 
any inherent objections to the judge, 
but to the apparent fact that the great- 
er number preferred to give their assent 
to Governor La Toilette.and his adminis 
tralion.

At any rate it seems evident a large 


1 part of our citi?:ens were attracted to 


the support of the governor and who be- 
yond question doubtless are 
perfectly 


honest in their convictions that Gover- 
nor La Folk-He has every intention of 
carrying out as far as lies within his 
power, the necessary legislation by which 
the corporations, meaning of course rail- 
roads also, will be placed under 
re- 


straint. All the patent defects in his ad- 
7ninistration, the objectionable methods 
so thoroughly exposed, the insistence all 
reforms must be of the details of the ex- 
ecutive pattern, were swept away under 
the influence this admitted master of or- 
atory exercises. The finely constructed 
working machinery of the governor, and 
of all the counties Racine possesses the 
best organized and conducted, have been 
at work, and the feeling aroused by the 
circular mutter and through his speech, 
was certainly taken advantage of by his 
able lieutenants.

Reasons are impotent 
against the actual votes. If it is hoped 
thq expectations of the citizens who have 
endorsed him by their caucus votes are 
not to be disappointed later on, and that 
the governor will not be impressed with 
the belief his influence can put through 
everything of his precise pattern, and 
cease to proscribe citizens who too have 
ideas, is it hoping too much. - 


It is certainly unfortunate that in this 


triumph in Racine county is the inyilied 
endorsement of our citizens favoring any 
plan the governor may have in mind as 
to a third term or a seat in the senate. 
It is not thought our citizens by their 
votes had 
in truth 
the idea of in- 


juring Senator Quarles though they had 
been duly warned such would be the 
case. These citizens later on can readily 
correct this by endorsing their votes for 
legislative candidates who will endorse 
that sterling Republican nnd able states- 
man, Joseph V. Quarles. 


But amid the depression of defeat in 


this county, which by the way was car- 
ried by the governor two years ago, the 
opponents of a third terra carried the 
county of Calumet with its seven votes, 
making the net gain Thursday seven, or 
a reversal of fourteen votes. 
The race 


is not hopeless by any means, 
though 


admittedly the votes to be secured by 
the anti-third termers must come from 
La Follette territory largely. This lies 
within the belt more thoroughly influ- 
enced by the friends of Judge Baensch 
nnd Mr. Cook and large gains are cer- 
tain. But that the fight will be exceed- 
ingly close none can deny. If tho gov- 
ernor does win it will be by so narrow a 
squeak, it won't be worth while brag- 
ging about, and it is not so certain but 
that the small majority in the conven- 
tion may not after all be averse to the 
governor.

The position now is as follows, 
The 


number required to nominate is .533 of 
which number the opposition to the gov- 
ernor lias already secured 412 and the 
governor 301. There have been 73fi del- 
egates elected and there yet remains 331.

above, -Racine gives tiie governor its 24 
votes, and Calumet gives 7 averse, a. loss 
to the governor of Calumet county.

Then the 
paper mills have formed another trusl 
and throughout the country absolutely 
control the price, both for the mamifao 
tured product and the raw products. But 
this is the case in other-branches o: 
trade and of business, and for part) 
newspapers advocating letting the tarifl 
alone until the gentlemen who have as- 
sumed the task of conducting the execu- 
tive business of the party, think best to 
rearrange tariff schedules^ to conie in 
and voice a demand upon cabinet officials 
andyit the same time; make tin's demanc 
before the president for a change in the 
schedules that their own interests be re- 
lieved, is a selfish proposition. 


If the tariff needs amending for one 


interest it needs amending for other in- 
terests. If the wood pulp makers cruel- 
ly oppress the newspaper and printing 
Interests, are there not certainly other 
trusts equally dominating certain trades 
and manufactures. If the present tar- 
iff schedule is so beneficial to the conn- 
try -as we have all claimed, it of course 
must be admitted to be equally benefic- 
ial to the printing and .publishing inter- 
ests; It may be the truth too, that with 
reformation of the schedules perhaps cer- 
tain publishers not interested in news- 
papers may find serious fault. These 
gentlemen, some of them, may prefer to 
be rudely oppressive by the paper mak- 
ers trust and the pulp makers trust, that 
they have the latitude now alloVed 
them, in assessing the .people for their 
wares. This tariff business is a peculiar 
thing.

a't Princeton upon tlie theme of the la- 
bor riots at Chicago in 18D4 in which is 
not shown the slightest intention of in 
any manner trying 
to 
condone his

further idea of dreams of once more 
heading a presidential ticket of his par- 
ty. In the lecture in which he reviewed 
the events of that memorable year, he 
took occasion to fortify himself with 
giving the ruling of the supreme court 
which ruling distinctly agreed With his 
course, in that it furnished a good precc 
dent for any such crisis in the future.

Take enough for one layer out of each 
of these four halves; then mix tlie re- 
mainder, of the batter together and stir 
in some seeded and chopped raisins or 
minced citron, currants, etc. Bake five 
layers. No filling is needed. Alternate, 
brown, white, fruit, yellow and red.

These 
conventions Delected, as expected, dele- 
gates instructed for the governor, and a 
contest wiU be made against the seating 
of these thirty-seven men in the' state 
convention. 


Today caucuses will be held in nine 


counties, having an aggregate strength 
in the state convention of 107 votes. As 
nearly all these counties are being close- 
ly contested the result" is being eagerly 
•watched throughout the state, particu- 
larly as the total number of delegates to 
be determined is so large a* to have an 
important bearing on the final result^ 


MADISON, May 1.—The protest giv-

In:the last presidential election he re-;

"That is certainly one of the most 


remarkable documents that it has 
ever been my fortune to consider,"- 
said the lawyer, his keen eyes snap- 
-ping with relish for a novelty in le- 
gal literature. "Have you any idea 
what the paper is worth?" 


"I should say two or three hundred 


. thousand dollars," said Irving. 


"It is nearer ten or twelve mil- 


lions," declared the lawyer.

MAKING MONKEYS USEFUL

NE of the most Interesting sto- 


ries, I know of-is'that of the 
planter in Brazil who trained 
monkeys to gather nuts • for 


hirn. In Brazil the nut trees are-very 
tail. The Brazil, or cream, nut, as you 


GATHERING COCOANUTS. 


generally hear it called, grows upon a 
tree 125 feet or more high. The Brazil 
nut shells drop to the ground of them- 
selves when they are ripe. Then they 
are split open with an ax. The nuts 
are packed in the shells as closely as 
sardines, and when the shell is split 
they fall apart upon the ground and 
must be gathered up. 


Cocoanut palm trees are thirty to for- 


ty feet high, and are Just one long 
straight trunk, with the fruit clustering 
close to the stem where the tuft of 
branches starts out. When the cocoa- 
nuts are ripe the dark skinned natives 
of the tropics "shin up," as a, boy would 
call it, the smooth stem and shake the 
nuts loose or pluck them and let them 
fall. A gentleman who had a large nut 
plantation in Brazil had great.difficulty 
at gathering time in getting laborers. 
The natives, half wild people of mixed 
negro and Indian blood, would work 
till they had enough to eat that day; 
then they would eat and stop all work. 
This is the difference between a savage 
and a civilized person. The civilized

man or woman will work steadily; the 
uncivilized one will not. 


The planter used to notice that at 


nut gathering- time the. wild monkeys 
came about in crowds and watched pro- 
ceedings with an .air of great interest, 
monkeylike, snatching the nuts when 
they could. They were so smart at this 
that It struck the-planter-they might be 
trained to gather., the nuts regularly, 
thus taking the place of the lazy na- 
tives.

He made an experiment accordingly. 


He trapped forty 'young monkeys and 
took them to his'home. He fed them, 
petted them,' played with them, till 
they looked on him as their best friend. 
Tou can do almost anything with an In- 
telligent animal if you gain its love and 
confidence. 


After the young simians had perfect 


trust in their master he began to edu- 
cate them to obey him. After he had 
rriafle them understand many things he 
took them out among ,the nut trees and 
let them play there and see what the 
natives did. The monkey is so imita- 
tive that it will attempt whatever it

put them Into the baskets. The little 
creatures saw tie natives climbing the 
cocoanut> trees and. pludcmg. the nuts 
and throwing them down. Thex scam- 
pered up after the black men pad did 
the same, all In play. 


I have heard, but I dont know 


whether it Is true or not, that the 
planter used to play the guitar and 
make music for the monkeys •while' tiiey 
worked 
This may be a mere traveler's 


tale 
But at any rate the monkeys 


worked far more faithfully than the 
natives had done 
They were very 


much quicker, and they thought it was 
all play instead of tabor, so they stuck 
at it. That was how the planter fooled 
them. It only, took 'a month to train 
them into ;the best nut gatherers the 
gentleman .ever had. He. did not have 
to pay them anything either 
They 


only got their board, and: since they did 
not need any clothes the planter's mon- 
keys furnished the greatest case of 
cheap labor on record. 


The natives did not suspect what the 


planter was about till they found the 
monkeys doing the work they had 
been accustomed to do and get pay 
for.
